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Suitable Trees for 
Avenue Planting 


HE selection of the proper tree for street or avenue planting is 
one needing serious consideration. Too frequently a cheap, fast- 
growing tree is chosen under the mistaken idea that it is the best 

tree because it will give shade quickly, overlooking the fact that a tree 
making a fast growth will likewise soon grow out of all proportion to the 
space it is allotted to occupy.
